SIR, 
Bf npr vony I very much difapprove of any appeal to the public 
in private difputes, and more efpecially in a queftion that re- 
fpeéts a point of honour betwixt two Gentlemen, yet, as a friend of 
Mr Gordon of Kenmore, and in his abfence, I cannot permit an anony- 
mous. publication, contained in your laft paper, to go abroad into the 





world without receiving an anfwer. 

In. all civilized nations, the authors of anonymous publications have 
ever been deemed the blackeft,; and moft cowardly of affaffins; and, 
therefore, to prevent my being élafied among fuch an infamous fet of 
feribblers, I fhall put my name to this letter. 

Upon the flighteft perufal of the publication I have alluded to, it 
muft readily oecur to every man of fenfe and underitanding, that it is 
the prodaction of a very ungentlemany pen, as it is replete with the 
moft illive-al fentiments ; and as to thofe who are fulfcieatly apprized 
of the faéts ftated in it, they cannot helitate a moment to pronounce 
it Equally deftitute of truth and candour. 

As to all that paffed betwixt Mr Gordon of Kenmore and Mr Spal- 
ding, previous to their meeting upon tie morning of the eleHaoe, I 
can only relate. fuch cireumftances as were communicete to me by Mr 
Gordon, and fome of his frieids who were prefent at the different 
meetings between them ; having never myfelf been prefent at any 
converfation between thefe gentlemen. . 

Mr Gordon repeatedly told me, in the courfe of laft winter, that 
Mr Spalding had, in the prefence of two of his friends, engaged, in 
the moft pofitive manner, to vote for him at the enfuing eleétion ; and 
as I know both Mr Gordon and the gentlemen in whole prefence Mr 
Spalding had come under this engagement, to be gentlemen of the 
moft unblemifhed honour and {tiGett integrity,J then did, and fill 
do, believe the fact to be true. ba 

Some time after this, I cannot exaétly recolle& the period, but it ts 
of no importance, Mr Gordon informed me that Mr Spalding had told 
him, that Lord Galloway was to get his youngeft brother appointed a 
writer in. the Eaft India Company’s fervice, if he gave his political in- 
tereft to Mr Johnfton; and therefore withed to be sclieved from his 
engagement to vote for Mr Gordon, ‘To this Mr Gordon anfwered, 
that he had fo great a regard for Mr Spalding’s family, that if he 
could effectually fecure that appointment for his brother, he would 
not defire him to give his vote, but only afk him to be neutral, and 
not vote at all; at the fame time putting Mr Spalding upon his guard 
not to rely intirely upon promijes, but take care to have the mott abfo- 

lute certainty of his brother’s appointment. Mr Spalding agreed to 

this, and thought himfelf much obliged to Mr Gordon, as indeed he 
welt might, for allowing him to take a neutral part in the election.

“With regard to the let- 
ter of the 7th, narrated in the anonymous publication, and the other 
letters therein referred to, I will not také upon me,-in Mr Gordon’s 
abfence, to fay any thing relative to thém, never having feca them;

However, 
I am informed that Mr Gordon will gives very fatisfaétory anfwer to 
the accufation of with-holding an open lettti, given by the younger Mr 
Spalding to him,-to be delivered to hi¥brorlier. One thing { mutt 
mention, that I have heard Mr Gordon repeatedly fay, that if the cor- 
refpondence which had pafled betwixt Mr Spalding and him was pu- 
blithed to the world, Mr-Spalding would make a/very bad figure in it; 
and with regard to the propolition of a reference to mutual friends, . I 
muft confefsft occurs to me, from an ‘attentive confideration of the 
whole-circumf{tances of the eafe, that thé only poffible tabject of arbi- 
tration was, Whether Mr Spalding was to aét like a man of honout or 
not.—Your giving this letter a place in your firft paper, will very much
